In the foregoing I have not allowed any- 
thing for mail sorvii'c, and the diU'crciit 
Post Offices kept by aicrciiants or pco])le 
in hi|8in,ess. This Department, after the 
payment of the Post Master General, would 
probably be self-supporting. Neither Ib 
any revenue mines taliuu into ucemuit; tlu; 
policy of the }!;ovcrnnieiit shuuld bo to hold 
out the most liberal inducements to miners 
at present, and not to tax tliem anvthiiig 
more than sufficient to regulate their own 
local affairs. The present military estab- 
lishment Trill have to bo disposed of, and 
when our position is fairly statetl to the 
British Government, they will, no doubt, 
pay this bill ; Indeed, our legal riglit to pay 
might bo questioned, as a tlcbt contracted 
by a parent to be paid by his son when, he 
comes of age, would be .justly repudiated. 
If it be said that this liability was con- 
tracted by officials acting for this colony, 
yrc reply that such ofiicials are not appoint- 
ed by us or even by our Cdii.-ient. At all 
events these soldiers must bo disposed of, 
or paid by other than tliis colonj', whicli 
requires the most rigid economy, and pub- 
lic works done at the lonst possible expense. 
And it is well known that civilians could 
do the same work for one-fourth what it 
now costs, while it would at tho same time, 
contribute to tho revenue of tlin ooi.mtry, 
which tho military do not. The object ofj 
the above is to call public attention to our 
peculiar position, in order to a tiioroujrh 
discussion and knowledge of political lib- 
erty, as enjoyed by other colonist8«of Great 
Britain. S.
